ESJOIHED B! TBE FEDERAL COURT, 


Each o! the Three Judges Render* a 


Separate Decision, Standing Two 


to One in Favor of Sun- 


day Closing. 


CHICASO, June 9 —The federal court, 


Vy a majority of 2 to 1, has decided to 
jfra.nt the injunction prayed lor by the 
district attorney to restrain the local 
directory from opening the World's 
fair gates on Sunday 
Judges Woodn 


and Jenkins favored the closing of 
the 
f?ates, while Judge Oi osseup 


held the contrary opinion The court 
room was crowded to suffocation with 
clou-era and anti-closers when the three 
judges took their seats on the bench 
Judge Woods announced that each 
member of the court would deliver his 
own opinion 
' It it, a matter of regret 


that we have not had time to reduce 
our decisions to writing '* said he, *'and 
tach one of us will speak for himself. 


In brief Judge Woods held that the 


goverment was in absolute posses* 
fcion of Jackson park, and had the 
fight to make whatever rule it 
pleased concerning- the management of 
the fair, that the Sunday closing1 rule 
had not been lawfully repealed, and 
that it wa» the duty of the court to 
grant the relief prayed for by the dis- 
trict attorney

& train on the Mobile & Ohio railroad 
at about 9 80 o'clock last night, at For- 
est Lawn, about five miles south oi 
Bast St Louis. They boat the express 
messenger and rifled the exprora safes 
of its contents. The train was tha 
regular express, No 5, leaving St 
Louts at 8 80 every night Then was 
a little delay last night, so thkt it was 
9 10 when the train pulled out of Kast 
St 
Louis, with conductor Marshall 


Harper in charge, Engineer John 
Lewis at the throttle and Express Me*- 
longer Blanchford in charge of tha 
Southern express car 


Forest Lawn, & llttla way station 


about five miles south of BastHt. Louis, 
was reached at about twenty minute* 
after 9 o'clock 
Here the train stopped 


at the crossing and the robbery oc- 
curred 
Six men 
wearing masks 


boarded It. One of the robbera cov- 
ered the engineer, another took charge 
of the fireman, while the other four 
gave their attention to the express 
messenger and the trainmen 
They 


did not have anything like as easy a 
job as did Wilson, the lone robber, who 
held up the Missouri Pacific train at 
Pacific, Mo. They found the express 
messenger a man of nerve and bravery 
Their method also differed from "Wil- 
son's in the. matter of making an en- 
tronce to the car 
They did not re- 


sort to the use of dynamite, but de- 
pended on a scaling ladder and a new* 
hatchet to break their way in. 


While they were at work on the ex- 


press car several shots were fired by 
the robbers, supposedly for the pur- 
pose of intimidating any passengers 
who might feel disposed to Interfere 
This firing gave the passengers the 
first hint of the trouble, and was fol- 
lowed by quite a fusillade between the 
train crew and passengera on one side 
and the robbers ou the other 


The shooting apparently had the ef- 


fect of hurrying the robbers with their 
work, but they did not desert until 
they had forced an entrance to the car 
Once inside the car they found Exprea* 
Messenger Branchford—the same man 
who made such a plucky fight under 
similar oil curastauces on May 26—dia- 
posed to dispute their right to the con- 
tents of the safe 
They evidently did

Streets, Alleys and Pubbo Areas 
and the Pavements and Improve 
menta Thereon. 
Be it ordained by the Cits Council Bud City of

BKOTION 1. It shall be unlawful to make any 
opening or excavation in any street, alley or 
public area within tho corporate limits of the 
City of Decatur, unless & petition la filed, and a 
permit shall bo obtained therefor. Snch petition 
shall be hied with the Uty Clerk of eaid oity. 
Snob petition shall give the location of enoh 
opening or excavation, and a etatement ot the 
extent and character of tbe same and tbe purpose 
for which same is to be made.

by accident is a contemporaneous 
body. One ot the grind jurymen i> re- 
ported to have aaid that the grand jary 
could do nothing relating to the lynch- 
ing until the coroner's jury oomplets its 
work in the osae. These tacts and these 
repeated reoeaiee ot the ooronor'e jury 
hava become a matter of considerable 
public oommeat. It ie bnt joet to as- 
sume that the ooronor'e jury is soling 
upon iti beat judgment, bnt then is se- 
rious question as to the correctness of 
that judgment. It ought to get out of 
the way of the grand jury as quickly as 
possible-, bnt the recess tram Thursday 
to Tuesday does not look much as it it 
was disposed to consider that feature of 
th* matter. Only four witnesses wen 
examined Thursday—and they wen men 
who could be maohed in a moment's no- 
tioe—and yet three days had intervened 
from the time ot ita preceding seamon, 
and, so tar as oan be seen, no witnesses 
outside of the city had been summoned to 
appear. At ita Thursday session it was 
given the names ot several persons in 
this oity who wen said to have taken 
part in the lynching. The namea ot th* 
witnesses by whom it was thought these 
things could b» proven were also given as 
to tbe act ot each ot the persons named. 
Several of these witnesses live in tbe oity 
and at least some of them oonld have 
been brought before tbe jary in a short 
time. In addition to this, witnesses aa 
to who drove the back under cross-arm 
when the prisoner was hnng were easily 
obtainable, and yet the jury adjourned 
without calling a single on* of these 
available witnesses. This was certainly 
a grave mistake in view of the long recess 
that was taken. This very postponement 
might, on the one hand, defeat justice in 
a manner, while on th* other hand the 
persons alleged to have taken part wen 
entitled to prompt exoneration if the 
reports about them were false. It also, 
aa some ol these persona belong to the 
oity, might create a suspicion on the part 
of the prime movers in th« lynching that 
an attempt is being mad* to let them go 
without investigation, when the tacts an 
that it any Decatnr citizen engaged in 
the lynching to which be waa not invited, 
because bis services were not needed, 
and in the cause which led to it he had 
no honest concern, and engaged in it 
from pan recklessness and deviltry, he 
ought to be severely punished, aa then 
are no Attenuating oiroumatanoen to ex- 
cuse hie act. 


It is fair to say that before tbe jary 


took the reoecB until Tuesday, Jnne 13, 
a large number! °' 'oe members ot tbe 
jury favored bringing in the available 
witnesses at once, and argued both in 
favor ot that and also in favor ot expedi- 
ting the business of the jury and return- 
ing their verdict, onr, at least, suggest- 
ing that as the grand jury was in session 
then could be no objection to returning 
a, verdict at once baaed on tbe testimony 
the jury hid, and let tbe grand jury do 
the rest. 


This affair has been allowed to drag 


along too elowly. There appears to be 
no good exeuee for It, bnt as the adjourn- 
ment has bteo taken to next Tuesday 
then can at that time certainly be no ex- 
cuse for farther delay. In less time all 
the witnesses oonld have been brought 
before it, and it is to be hoped that tbe 
coroner's jury will finish its inquiry on 
that day.
